The fact is generally known that
both River and Harbor and Public
Building bills represent an organized
system of loot whereby the surplusin
wav Treasury can be distributed. Itis
not so widely known, however, that
they represent loot for the especial
benefit of the members of the commit-
tees that roportthem. Thesetwo eom-
mittees are the moet sought after in all
Congress, places on them being pre-

in the House this week in a speech by
Representative Cushman, of Washing-
ton, who was disgruntled because he
could not get an appropriation he de-
sired for hig own district. He showed
by means of a huge map that the Riyer
and Harbor bill as reported to the
House, allotted £88,056,036, to the sev-
enteen States having members on the
Committee reporting it, 8,349,657 to
eighteen other States, and nothing at all
to the remainder. Inaddition $12,440,-
000 is appropriated for the Missiesippi
and Missouri Rivers and for surveys
that cannot be charged to any State in
particolar., No analysis has yot Deen
made of the Public Building bill, as
that has not yet been reported to the
House and its terms are not yot cer-
tain. If the plan of last year is follow-
ed most of the money awarded will go
to States having members on the Com-
mittes. A

The parcels post system linsnow gone
into effect between the United States
and New Zealand, and the United
States and Veneznela. A person can
send by mail a package of merchandise
from Washington to New Zealand or
Venezuela weighing 11 pounds, at 12
cents apound. But if he wishes to
send a similar package to New York or
San Francisco the government will not
undertake the job. It mustgo by ex-
press. The government also under-
takes to carry packages weighing as
much as 11 pounds to Hondaras, the
Bahamas, Costa Rica, Germany, Trini-
dad, .and various other places at 12
cents a pound. Even to this, theex-
press cowupanies object, maintaining
that the Postmaster General hasno
authority to make a foreign parcels
post contract which allows foreigners
to send eleven pound packages through
United States mails, while citizens nf
this country may mail domestic packa-
gee weighing four poynds only. For
that reason they demand that the con-
tract be abrogated. The Postmaster
General very properly refuses to do
anything of the Find ard the swagger-
ing express companies threaten to take
the matter before Congress and com-
pel him to do so. The express com-
panies of this country seem to be the
most offensive and impudent of all the
common carriers, Entrenched as they
are in the House and Senate they may
dctually attempt to pass a law of TCon-
gress that will prevent the Postmgster
General making internitional agree-
ments, lest by experience the people of
the United Statea become aware of the
cheapness and efficiency of the service
and demand it at home, but they will
probably fail. There have been un-
countéd proofs of Republican subser-
viency to monopolistio demands, but
not oven a Republican Congress is
likely to allow Senator Platt and hie
associates of the express business to
-dictate postal regulations for the bene—
fit of Half a dozer corporations.

A most peculiar case is pending in
the Benate, in'the nomination of James
8. Harian, of Illinois, to be Attorney
General of Porto Rico, without the
approval of the Illinois Senators and
wichout their endorsements having
been asked norreceived, Itisthought
most nnfortunate that the nomination
shonld have been made at this time.
Mr. Harlan is the son of Justice Har-
lan, of the Supreme Court, before
which the Porto Rican cases are now
being arguned. Of course, no one im-
agines that Justice Harlan wonld think
of changing his convictions as to the
powers of the government for such a
miserable thing as a fat office in Porto
Rico (which would probably go out of
existence  if the government's conten-
tion should be overrnled), but, at the
same time, it is generally regretted
that anything even suggesting a bar-
T)in and sale on the part of & member
of the Court shonld come up at this

| critical time when, as nearly as can be

guaeased, the support of only one addi-
tional justice is 'necessary to sustain
the position of the government.

Mexicans to Grow Cotton.

Cnarrorti, N. C., Jan. 5.—Mr. E. S.
Reid, of the Heath-Reid Jobbing and
Commission Company, has started for
Monterey, Mexico, for the purpose of
instructing Mexican farmers in the prt
of cultivating cotton according to the
most improve.d methods. :

In the section which he will visit cot-
ton ia planted in thelatter part of Jan-
uary, or mnearly thres months earlier
than in this country.

For Lhe last fiveyears Mr. Reid’s firm
has been shipping cotton seed to the
Mexican planters and they have writ-
_ten many letters asking instructions as
to cotton growing.

As the easiest way to solve the prob-
Iém, Mr. Reid will remain in Mexico
aeveral weeks with a view to imparting
practical knowledge.

The ' Mexican government, by the
way, uxercises its good offices for the
protectivn of tiic cotton planters. If
Mliey raise enongh cotton to supply the
Mexican mills the government imposes
adatyof 5 per cent on ail imnantad
cotton, but if the eotton crop falls
short and it is nercussary to. bring for-
eign cotton acrc.s the line the govern-
ment removes the duty.

It
turns out that his shortage will be
$2,5600 instead of 1,800 which he claims
was taken from him.

— The Cherokee Iron company has
been chartered. The object is to de-
velop iron mines in Cherokee and to
mine and ship the ore. This may be
the pioneer of n new industrial de-
velopmentin that section of the State.
Iron mines were onco in operation in
the upper part of the State, and the
name “old iron distriet” still clings to
it, thoughno minesare now inoperation.

Here at Portman for the last few
days “the voieo of many waters” is not
a rhetorical figure, but g subs antial
fact. The heavy rains have filled the
streams throughout the country, and
the commingling voices, likeo harmon-
1G5 pliniug piteding their tones from
the sonorous keyboard of the dam pro~
duce the sublime oratorin: Sencea in 8
storm. Secncen, apart from its poetry,
is now a mnjestically sweeping
stream. It has not the breadth of the
Mississippi, nor the length of the Mis-
souri, hnt it has the tremendous menn-
ing of a Niagara.

‘I'hose who have crossed Ningara
I'alls, New York, in the “maid of the
mist,” touched upon the American side
and felt the keel of the little boatchurn
in the violent caldron of waves, strug-
gling with its wondrous machinery,
and filling ita passengera in mist
with terror, know in a larger degree
the vibrations of thoshore, the voleano

or steam of anrufr. which make the fall
of Portman shoals in high tide an im-

pressive spectacle,

Seneen is che embodiment of many
waters; the Keowee river, 12-mile riv-
er, Little river, 18-mile, 923, 20-mile,
and;Deep Creeks. The Keowee heads
in the Blue Ridge, near Joeassee, in
Oconee County; 12-mile river heads in
Pickens County, not far from Pickens
Court House; Little river in the Blue
Ridge at Highlands, N. C.; 18-mile
Creek heads near old Pickensville,
cemptying into the Sencea about three
miles above Portman shonls; 23-mile
Creck heads a fow miles Southenst of
old Pickensville; 26-mile heads by
Slabtown and Pisgah Church; 23 and
26-mile Crecks run togother, close te
the old Ilarle’s Bridge road, leading to
Anderson. Seneea is not Sencca river
till 12-mile and Keowee rivers meet
and flow together, near Clemson Col-
lege,

So foreeful is the descent at the foot
of the dam that during the last high
tide a few months ago, the fall broke
in two a Invge rock, nnd east the seec-
tions, each mensarmng 12 or 15 feet
square by 14 thick, ton distance of 30
or 40 feet down stream. Sometimes
sections of the new dam are loosened
by the concussion and require rebuild-
ing. .

Deep Zreck bridge, leading from
Portman to Anderson, was the basin
for a small lnke andnot a river. Teams
and their drivers crossed by faith and
not by sight. Yet on Saturday last in
a march that from its safity was evi-
dently not o military drill, 20 wagon
leads of coment from J. S. Fowler in
Anderson crogsed over  in procession,
rendering assurance to others doubly
sure. A mule with its wagon and
occupants waited almost an hour for
the presence of a horse whose renson-
ing faculties would decoy the faithless
muleover. The horss came, driven by
alndy in her buggy, the man requested
the privilege of following in her train,
remarking intelligently, “a mule is
such a fool, and a horse aint.”

The bridge crossing 23-mile creek,
between Portman and Asbury, would
be sacrificing no benuty to its utility,
were it to completely drop into the
creek and out of sight. It is the bete
noire, as the French would eay, of all’
travellers that way, lest—having no
other pass by which to go—they find
themselves much like the Egyptians in
the middle of the bridge and the cen-
tre of the stream the same time.
